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Carter nominates European 
NATO official to head CIA 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter said today he is nominating Adm 
Stansfield Turner, commander of NATO 
forces in southern Europe, as CIA direc­ 
tor. 
Turner, 53, was picked by Carter after 
his nomination of former Kennedy aide 
Theodore C. Sorensen was withdrawn un­ 
der strong opposition in the Senate. 
Carter and Turner were classmates at 
the U.S. Naval Academy in the 1940s, but 
Press Secretary Jody Powell said Carter 
“ hardly knew” Turner while they were 
at Annapolis. Turner was in the class of 
1947, but graduated first in his class in an 
accelerated course in 1946. 
Powell quoted Carter as saying “ he 
was so far ahead of the rest of them (in 
his class) that nobody was ever jealous 
of him.” 
Turner, who is presently commander 
in chief of allied forces in Southern 
Europe with headquarters at Naples, 
will not have to retire from military ser­ 
vice to take the top post in the CIA post. 
Powell said that Carter met with 
Turner last week to discuss the appoint­ 
ment. but Turner was not present for the 
announcement today. 
As for whether Turner’s expertise on 
the Soviet naval buildup was a 
factor in his appointment, Powell said 
“ the President has expressed publicly 
his interest in that situation ... The 
President has publicly expressed his con­ 
cern about the relative strength (of the 
Soviet Navy) not so much the existing 
relationship but the future." 
Powell said that Carter “ has complete 
trust in him ... based on his conversa­ 
tions with him.” adding “ he obviously 
respected and admired him.” 
Pow ell’s announcement followed 
Carter s regular Cabinet meeting which 
was not opened to news coverage as 
some reporters had anticipated Cabinet 
meetings have traditionally been closed 
to reporters, but Carter told his Cabinet 
last Monday that he would like to open 
the meetings to press coverage on a 
limited basis 
The presidential spokesman said that 
Carter has decided to open most of the 
Cabinet meetings—at least portions—to 
the press. The Cabinet session held today 
was closed to the press because Powell 
said that the President wanted to discuss 
the procedure with members.

Safetv and 
Rhodesian guerrillas slay 
7 Catholic missionaries 
MUSAMI. Rhodesia (U PI) - Black 
guerrillas herded eight Roman Catholic 
missionaries together and shot seven of 
them to death in the worst attack against 
clergymen in the Rhodesian guerrilla 
war, the only survivor said today 
“ We want our country,” one of the 
guerrillas was quoted as telling nuns at 
the mission where the slaughter took 
place 
Three of the dead were priests from 
England, Ireland and Kenya The others 
slain included three nuns from West Ger­ 
many and one from England. 
The only victims immediately iden­ 
tified were Rev. Martin Thomas of 
England. Rev. Christopher Shepherd- 
Smith of Kenya and Rev John Conway of 
Ireland. 
All were working at the St Joseph’s 
Mission on the Mangwende tribal trust 
land 40 miles east of Salisbury 
The Rev Dunstan Myerscough, 65, of 
Preston, England, said he survived only 
because he fell to the ground “ from in­ 
stinct” when the guerrillas started 
shooting 
Myerscough said that shortly before 10 
p.m. Sunday there was a knock on his 
door and “ I opened the door and walked 
into the wrong end of a gun ’ 


One of the guerrillas rushed the group 
out of the building and 100 yards down a 
dirt road and ordered them to stand 
there 
He said the guerrillas then appeared to 
be discussing who should do the shooting 
“ Eventually they had three people 
there and they said (to the other 
guerrillas), ‘right, off you go' or some 
such words, and the rest of the bunch 
scampered off north. 
“ Then these three opened fire,” Myer­ 
scough said 


“ As soon as I saw the bursts fired 
from. I think, the middle gun, I sort of — 
1 don’t know whether instinctively or 
imagining I was hit or what — I fell flat 
down ” 
Myerscough said when the firing stop­ 
ped, he discovered he had not been hit 
He said the entire incident lasted about 
half an hour. 
At the mission 67-year-old Sister Anna 
said she was spared because she was 
crippled with arthritis.

Russia orbits two cosmonauts 


MOSCOW (U P I) — The Soviet Union 
launched two cosmonauts,into earth or­ 
bit aboard the Soyuz 24 spaceship today 
and said they would conduct scientific 
experiments with the Salyut 5 space 
laboratory 
The Soyuz 24 capsule blasted into 
space at 11:12 a m EST. the official 
Tass news agency said 
“ The onboard systems of Sovuz 24 are 


functioning normally and the crew feels 
well.” Tass said. “ The cosmonauts have 
started fulfilling their flight program." 
It was the first manned space shot for 
the Soviets since the Soyuz 23 
cosmonauts returned safely to earth 
after an abortive two-day mission Oct 
17. Faults in their space ship s control 
system forced them to call off a planned 
docking with the space lab

Environment Department will conduct 
sessions on the hygienists’ working 
relationship with other employe protec­ 
tion programs such as medical sur­ 
veillance, 
safety, epidemiological 
studies and industrial health nursing. 


Johns-Manville maintains an in­ 
dustrial hygiene monitoring program at 
all its facilities, using trained profes­ 
sionals to survey working environments 
for a variety of conditions. Industrial 
hygiene activities are part of the broad 
programs of the company’s Health. 
Safety and Environment Department. 


“ At Lompoc, for example. J-M has es­ 
tablished 163 dust sampling stations in 
the plant, representative of the total 
working environm ent, that are 
monitored regularly. These stations are 
monitored for silica concentrations, a 
constituent of the diatomite products 
produced at the Lompoc plant. 
Hygienists also monitor other stations 
for noise, vapors, asbestos, iron oxide, 
chromium, lead, zinc and other metals,” 
said Benton 


The hygienists use highly specialized 
devices to collect dusts and gases in the 
air. which then are analyzed in the 
laboratory with sophisticated analytical 
equipment. Following procedures es­ 
tablished by the federal government, 
they are able to detect potentially hazar­ 
dous conditions and recommend solu­ 
tions. Surveys are conducted on a 
regular basis, depending on plant needs 
and potential hazards present in an area 
Both personal and work area samples 
are taken as required. 


In 1976, almost 2,000 industrial 
hygienist man hours were expended at 
the Lompoc Plant alone on routine 
measurement surveys and special 
studies, according to Benton. Special 
samples are taken whenever there is a 
change in process and to test the effec­ 
tiveness of engineering modifications 
and systems 


Studies also are conducted to deter­ 
mine if there is any emission to areas 
outside the plant; of employe areas such 
as break room, lockers, and welding 
shops; of the entire quarry operation; of 
the boxcar loading operations and many 
other areas Benton said.

Record-breaking cold held on from 
eastern Iowa to South Carolina and 
northeast Florida The Mississippi River 
town of Dubuque, Iowa, had its 43rd day 
this winter of zero or below. 
Record lows for the date were set at 
Moline, 111., 17 below. Indianapolis, 11 
below; Charleston, W. Va., zero; 
Wilmington, N.C., 19. and Jacksonville, 
Fla , 27. 
But the National Weather Service said 
“ relief is on the way." Forecasters said 
moderating temperatures will spread 
eastward over much of the nation today

SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) — Marv Schneider is worried about a great toilet paper 
ripoff. 
It first came to his attention when he noticed the metal ends of his toilet paper 
holder were showing Not only that, he observed that the hole in the cardboard of the 
paper roll had gotten larger. 


“ I noticed that as I placed the paper on our roll holder, the metal portion of the 
holder was now showing,” said Schneider, a real estate executive. 
At first glance, “ I thought it was esthetically an improvement — what with the ad­ 
vent of colors and patterns that I could now match with my wallpaper.” 
But he discovered “ that it was no accident that the paper rolls were now narrower 
It was the usual scam, pay more and get less ” 
When he learned that the hole in the roll had grown, he lost his remaining 
tolerance 
“ Where will it end?” he said “ I* there no justice for us loyal toilet paper users?” 
Schneider believes there is a deliberate plan behind all this — the great toilet paper 
ripoff. 
Please don’t squeeze the public, he says. 
Spokesmen for the toilet paper industry say some manufacturers are guilty of the 
accusation but that others are not — and that the total amount of paper on rolls has 
remained the same

The rally featured Jagjivan Ram, the popular leader of India’s 
120 million untouchables who resigned from Mrs. Gandhi’s cabinet 
last week, and Jayaprakash Narayan, who was Mrs. Gandhi’s 
leading opponent before she imposed a nationwide state of 
emergency 19 months ago. 


The crowd was twice the size of the one that turned out the 
previous day to hear Mrs. Gandhi speak on the same site. Sunday’s 
audience was enthusiastic and attentive, while Saturday’s was 
restive and generally unresponsive 


Cost of educating state pupils rises 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) — The cost of educating California’s 
public school students went up $113 during 1975-76 to total $1,598 per 
individual, according to a report released today by State Controller 
Kenneth Cory. 
In his Annual Report of Financial Transactions Concerning 
School Districts, Cory said the number of students increased by 
about 2 per cent to 5,468,168 at the 1.316 school districts — from 
kindergarten through junior college — throughout the state 


Soviet rejects superiority goal claim 


MOSCOW (U PI) — The Soviet Union has rejected charges it 
seeks military superiority over the United States 
An article in the Communist party newspaper Pravda said ap­ 
proximate parity in arms exists between the two countries It said 
the idea of a Soviet threat was being spread by “ unconscientious 
analysts” in the United States 
The Pravda article was written by Georgi Arbatov, who heads 
the prestigious Institute of the U S A and Canada, and was in­ 
tended to counter a mounting campaign in the West suggesting that 
Soviet strategy aims for victory rather than deterrence. 
Perhaps coincidentally, the article appeared Saturday, just 
three days after the announcement that Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance will come to the Soviet Union March 28 to resume negotia­ 
tions on a strategic arms limitation agreement 


U.S. studying new justice concept 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The government plans to test a new 
concept of justice, in which criminals are ordered to work to repay 
their victims instead of going to jail. 
Richard W Velde, administrator of the Law Enforcement As­ 
sistance Administration, said Sunday this form of justice is a 
“ much more positive approach to rehabilitation,” 
The agency said $2 million in grants will help finance a two-year 
evaluation of the concept in seven states — California, Colorado, 
Connecticut. Georgia, Maine. Massachusetts and Oregon 
One question the agency hopes to answer is whether offenders 
should make restitution directly to the victim or to the community 
in the form of work in a hospital or other institution 


Stiff fines facing water gluttons 
CALISTOGA (U P I) — City officials in this Napa Valley Com­ 
munity. concerned that their reservoir is filled to less than 20 per 
cent capacity, have approved an ordinance imposing fines of from 
$50 to $500 on water gluttons 
The ordinance prohibits lawn and garden watering, vehicle 
washing, sidewalk spraying and transporting more than a gallon of 
the liquid outside city limits 
For those with plants they just can’t stand to see die the city has 
provided five 100-gallon tanks of river water for such irrigation 
But residents who turn their taps towards the parched foliage face 
the fines 


Unfavorable winds ground balloonist 


PHOENIX (U P I) — Unfavorable winds grounded balloonist Karl 
Thomas Sunday and put him another day behind in his quest to set 
a world record transcontinental hot air balloon flight 
Thomas, piloting his hot air balloon “ First Edition Sail,” post­ 
poned the lift off until later this afternoon 
The 28-year-old German-born psychologist had hoped to average 
40 miles a day to break the record of 31 days for a coast-to-coast 
balloon flight, but since departing Los Angeles before dawn Tues­ 
day he has traveled only 55 miles. 


Concorde landing ruling will stand 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — Transportation Secretary Brock 
Adams has no plans to change his predecessor’s ruling allowing the 
Anglo-French Concorde supersonic jet to land in New York and 
Washington 
Under the ruling by former Transportation Secretary William 
Coleman, the controversial jet has been landing at Dulles Airport 
near Washington since last May in a 16-month trial 
It also was to have begun flights out of Kennedy Airport in New 
York at the same time, but the Port Authority of New York and 
New Jersey, which runs the three New York metropolitan-area 
airports, refused to allow the SST to land at its facilities until it can 
be determined that it meets federal noise standards 


AM A asks tv sponsors to reject violence 


CHICAGO (U PI) — The American Medical Association has 
asked 10 major corporations to stop sponsoring violent television 
shows because they “ pollute” the airwaves, according to Dr 
Richard Palmer, president of the AMA 
Palmer said Sunday Sears Roebuck and Co agreed to stop buy­ 
ing ads for the most violent prime time shows But an AMA 
spokesman said the company’s decision was made before the AMA 
approached the subject 
The AMA chief said the medical organization also urged the 
television networks to review policies that support violent 
programming 
“ Since contacting Sears Roebuck and Co.,” he said. “ I have 
learned that Sears has reviewed its corporate policy and will not 
knowingly place commercials in any programming that contains 
excessive violence or sanctions antisocial behavior 
The AMA also made the request to these corporations: General 
Motors, American Home Products.

“ I hope that you can reach a 
consensus today as to what ac­ 
tion, if any, should be taken.” 
Califano said 
He told the scientists and 
medical experts not to waste 
time on such questions as 
whether the swine flu immuni­ 
zation program should have 
been started in the first place, 
whether the moratorium should 
have been imposed, or whether 
it should have been lifted weeks 
ago 
“ These are important ques­ 
tions, ones for which I will soon 
seek answers. But I do not think 
it appropriate to discuss them 
today,” he said 
“ Instead. I profoundly hope 
that we can focus on the im­ 
mediate issue at hand: What 
d ecision reg ard in g the 
m oratorium on influenza 
immunizations will best serve 
the health needs of the 
American 
people'’” Califano 
said 
All flu shots have been 
suspended since Dec 
16 be­ 
cause the U S Public Health 
Service found "a statistical as­ 
sociation” between the shots 
and a sometimes paralyzing 
disease known as Guillain- 
Barre svndrome 
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Califano said 
He said the outbreak in the 
Miami nursing home “ gives im­ 
mediacy to the question of 
whether the vaccinations 
should be allowed to go forward 
at this time and, if so, under 
what conditions .” 
An autopsy was performed 
late Sunday on Sophia Gustine, 
73. who died from a heart at­ 
tack earlier in the day Dr. Vic­ 
tor Dorf said she died of a heart 
condition but confirmed she 
was weakened by A-Victoria in­ 
fluenza 
Results of the autopsy would 
not be known until Tuesday or 
Wednesday, a spokesman at St. 
Francis Hospital said 
The flu wave broke out at the 
Treasure Isle home Jan 20, and 
eventually struck 57 of the 176 
residents 
Eight of them re­ 
main hospitalized, two in 
critical condition 
Five other nursing home 
patients died within the past 11 
days Marie Ellsworth. 87. died 
Jan 30 after a 12-hour battle 
with the influenza. Health of­ 
ficials say two other cases may 
be related to the flu. which has 
been ruled out as a factor in the 
remaining two deaths. 
Califano’s action followed a 
telegram from Rep Claude 
Pepper. D-Fla , who urged him 
to “ resolve the future of this 
program quickly because we 
are in the midst of the flu 
season " 
The swine flu inoculations 
contained vaccine against the 
A-Victoria strain for “ high- 
risk” people such as the elder­ 
ly 
Health officials said between 
30 and 40 of the home’s patients 
received flu shots in the 
national swine flu innoculation 
program, but none of those con­ 
tracting the flu had received 
the influenza shots 
Health officials said all 
patients at the home were of­ 
fered the shots but many were 
physically or mentally in­ 
capable of signing consent 
forms and relatives either 
refused permission or ignored 
the requests

technique for stretching out his 
precious coffee supply and the 
second-day java is pretty good 


He removes used grounds 
from the percolator, spreads 
them on foil and places them in 
a toaster oven. 


The next day, he takes the old 
grounds, adds half the normal 
measure of new grounds and 
makes a fresh pot of coffee. 


"To my amazement, I discov­ 
ered the second-day coffee was 
as good as some served in many 
restaurants,” he said Sunday. 


Gentile, the city’s redevelop­ 
ment director, figures he saves 
about one-third to one-half of 
the amount of coffee usually 
used 


He learned the technique 
from his grandmother, who 
used to make coffee in an open 
pot. Grandma poured the coffee 
through a strainer into a cup, 
then made a second batch of 
coffee using the same grounds 
laced with a protion of fresh 
grounds.

Kay Bailey, vice chairman 
for the National Transportation 
Safety Board, declined to com­ 
ment on the report that human 
error caused Friday’s crash 
that killed 11 persons and in­ 
jured nearly 200 others She 
said the NTSB will hold public 
hearings in March and submit a 
final report in six months. 
Also on hand for the twilight 
hour restaging was Acting 
Mayor Michael A. Bilandic, 
who rode the 90-degree turn to 
shore up public confidence in 
the Chicago Transit Authority 
Bilandic planned to meet in 
Washington today with Presi­ 
dent Carter to discuss speedy 
replacement of the 90-year-old 
Loop elevated structure The 
mayor’s scheduled trip was in 
direct response to Carter’s 
telephone calls after the ac­ 
cident.

(U P I) - 
Authorities in three states and 
Honduras were alerted today to 
watch for a prison escapee who 
freed his Honduran-born wife in 
a daring raid on the state 
women’s prison Sunday 
Florida, Georgia and Alaba­ 
ma officials were notified that 
Richard Lee Williams, 36, and 
his wife, Ondina, 32, were 
believed headed north and may 
have left Florida At the same 
time, immigration officials in 
Honduras were told the pair 
might try to enter that country. 
Airline officials at interna­ 
tional airports were alerted to 
watch for the couple, both consi­ 
dered “ armed and dangerous ” 
Williams freed his wife from

“After being even-par (through the 
front nine), I thought the Hawaiian Open 
wasn’t in my grasp I was thinking of se­ 
cond or third place,” said Lietzke. 
It turned out a whole lot different in 
the end for the man who has been the 
PGA’s most consistent player on this 
year’s winter tour with 16 consecutive 
rounds of par or better golf. 
Although he bogeyed a hole along the 
way. Lietzke had two birdies and a 
crowning eagle three on the final hole to 
zoom in three strokes ahead of January, 
who ran into sand problems, and Japan’s 
Takashi Murakami. 


Lietzke’s three-under-par 69 gave him 
an overall 273 with the weather-beaten 
January (72) and Murakami (69) at 276

W hite vinegar can

DEAR POLLY — When I let a hem down tn a skirt or 
dress I am left with a ring where the hem was turned up 
so I would like to know how to remove it — MRS C L 
DEAR MRS. C.L. — If the ring is a soil line you will 
have to pre-treat that line before laundering the gar­ 
ment or point it out to the dry cleaner if the garments 
have to be dry cleaned. When such a line is a crease line 
wet a cloth with a mixture of white vinegar and water, 
wring out and use as a pressing cloth. This has never 
failed to work for me and when line is very stubborn I 
have used pure vinegar alone after testing on an in­ 
conspicuous place. — PO LLY. 


DEAR POLLY — For many years 1 have used the following 
so as to cut down on so many trips to the dry cleaners Often I 
take a clean cloth or brush and dip in rubbing alcohol 1 keep in 
a glass container and clean spots of grease, etc Hang garment 
for an hour for the wetness to evaporate and 1 have never been 
left with any stains or circles Test first to see effect on fabric 
- AUDREY 
DEAR POLLY — My Pointer is for those who do a lot of 
knitting or crocheting I buy yarn when 1 see it on sale and 
save it for future use so have many many skeins to store I get 
several of those divided boxes from the liquor store (most 
have 12 dividers for quart bottles) cover them with adhesive 
backed paper and pile them one on top of the other after each 
box division is filled with one color of yarn It is easy to see 
how much I have on hand of one kind or color and little space 
is required for the stacked boxes 
Many of my hobbies require the use of minute sized beads 
and to keep them separated as to kinds and colors I place them 
in old ice cube trays and they are easily stacked for storage A 
piece of cotton is put over each section to keep them from 
spilling out and I cover each entire tray with a clear plastic 
wrap — P J W

Delay necessary 


A crucial vote is coming up 
this week in the Senate that 
concerns all law enforcement 
agencies and should concern 
all citizens. 
Last week, the Senate at­ 
tempted to delay implementa­ 
tion of California’s new prison 
sentencing law designed to do 
away with the indeterminate 
p r i s o n s e n t e n c e . 
The 
measure to delay was con­ 
sidered necessary to correct 
the flaws in the new law and 
insure that there is not a mas­ 
sive release of dangerous 
felons. 
But last week, several 
Senators were absent from 
their seats and the move to 
delay was put down by a one- 
vote margin. The Senate will 
try again this week when they 
round up t h e i r a b s e n t 
members for the vote. 
The new law will do away 
with the state’s 60-year-old in- 
sentencng 
d e t e r m i n a t e

system, under which most 
felonies carry a minimum and 
maximum term like one to ten 
years and the time an inmate 
serves is determined by the 
parole board. 
However, the one serious 
flaw according to most law en­ 
forcement experts, is the fact 
that the sentencing provisions 
would apply retroactively to 
current prisoners, which 
means that up to 1,300 of them 
could be released earlier than 
they might have been under 
the old law. 
Critics are attempting to get 
a delay on the bill in order to 
assure that felons would be 
freed gradually after strict 
hearings to screen out the 
dangerous ones. 
We feel that the delay is ab­ 
solutely necessary and we 
sincerely hope that the vote is 
rounded up in the Senate to ap­ 
prove and pass on to the As­ 
sembly. 


Terror (I) 
BUENOS AIRES—More people have 
been executed here by terrorists and 
counterterrorists in the past couple of 
years than in France during the Revolu­ 
tion. 
The killings here are less 
ritualistic: there is no guillotine, no roll 
of drum s, but the 
results are as con­ 
clusive. Yesterday, a 
dear young thing, third 
year student in psy­ 
chology at the univer­ 
sity, a businessman's 
daughter who had in­ 
gratiated herself with 
the local police chief, 
left a package on his 
desk which in due 
course exploded, kill­ 
ing the chief, his assis­ 
tant, and wounding 
several others in the 
area, including an 11- 
year-old boy. 
She would be a so- 
called Montonero, not 
to be confused with the E.R P The lat­ 
ter, a tightly organized, m ilitary 
revolutionary group, were attacking 
police and military installations in force 
during the last days of Isabellita Peron 
They are mostly dead now The former, 
though left-ideologists who think of 
them selves as vaguely Trotskyist, 
behave rather like the Narodniki in Rus­ 
sia, early in the century, going about kill­ 
ing people, preferably officials of the 
Argentine government but, failing a 
nubile target, anybody will do. The best 
friend of Argentina’s leading sociologist 
was driving down the road with his seven 
children His car was stopped, a stranger 
leaned into the window, drew out a 
pistol, and killed the father in the sight of 
his seven children. 
The Montoneros were originally 
the militant fighting division of Peron 
But when after 18 years Peron was final­ 
ly permitted back to Argentina and took 
power, he condemned the terrorists. But 
he turned the Army loose only against 
the E.R.P., hoping to domesticate the 
Montoneros by extra-voltage of his 
sp ecial ch a ri s ma . In fact they 
flourished When Peron died in July 1974, 
his wife Isabella Peron succeeded to the 
Presidency, and although she was the 
formal chief executive, the army and the 
police began exercising their own in­ 
itiatives and the general crackdown 
began. 
Mrs 
Peron, who trained for the 
Presidency of Argentina as a young 
nightclub dancer, and as a graduate of 
three years of formal education under­ 
taken at ages five to eight, relied 
primarily on her “ super-m inister” 
Lopez Rega, for decisions. Lopez Rega, 
in turn relied on the moon, and chicken 
entrails—he was a devoted astrologer 
and mystic. The decisions he made in 
due course brought on a 600 per cent in­ 
flation rate, and a chaos so general as to 
cause universal relief when the army 
finally took over in March of 1976. Lopez 
Rega not only wrecked the country, he 
set back the cause of astrology for years 
to come, and discredited an entire 
generation of chickens

WASHINGTON - Donald G Baker is 
a decent sort, a lawyer of excellent 
reputation, with an upright air and a 
scholarly demeanor. As the Justice 
Dept.’s antitrust chief, he is supposed to 
police the cutthroat corporate world. But 
the business tycoons who inhabit this 
world make Baker 
look like Snow White 
amo ng the seven 
dwarfs 
He discourses upon 
the evils of economic 
concentration; he es­ 
pouses the theory of 
antitrust enforcement. 
But when it comes 
down to protecting the 
public from rigged 
prices and corporate 
monopolies. Baker has 
not exactly been a bold 
champion of vigorous 
action 
His latest tilt with 
the barons of Big 
Business is described 
in a confidential memo, which was never 
intended to be circulated outside the 
Justice Dept. It reveals how he settled a 
price-fixing case with the two electrical 
g i a n t s . G e n e r a l E l e c t r i c and 
Westinghouse, without demanding con­ 
cessions that might have brought down 
energy prices. 
The pursuit of lower energy prices is 
one of the top objectives of the federal 
government. Yet Baker could have 
broken the price squeeze in return for 
dropping antitrust allegations against 
General Electric and Westinghouse, the 
memo suggests 
Between them, GE and Westinghouse 
sell 90 per cent of the giant turbine 
generators, which produce electricity in 
America’s power plants. Each generator 
costs millions, which, in turn, has an im­ 
pact on the price that the public even­ 
tually must pay for electricity 
The story is worth telling from the 
beginning. The Justice Dept, charged 
that for the past 12 years GE and 
Westinghouse 
had 
“ deliberately” 
eliminated price competition in the giant 
turbine industry 
The two companies 
allegedly accomplished this through an 
elaborate pricing schem e, which 
resulted in very similar prices for both 
GE and Westinghouse turbines. 


Baker got an agreement from the two 
companies to stop "stabilizing” prices 
through this complex method. Yet GE 
and Westinghouse had promised the 
Justice Dept, years ago not to fix the 
prices of turbine generators In other 
words, the companies merely promised 
again not to do something which they had 
already sworn never to do. 


The agreement was opposed by two 
senior antitrust officials, Bernard 
Hollander and Richard Stem. The deter­ 
mined Stern put his objections in a con­ 
fidential memo, which he submitted to 
Baker shortly before the settlement was 
approved 
S t e r n 
r e m i n d e d 
B a k e r t h a t 
Westinghouse was "extermely anxious” 
to settle the price-fixing case This gave 
the Justice Dept, an opportunity to gain 
some important concessions from 
Westinghouse in a separate but related 
antitrust case, Stem pleaded 
In the latter case, Westinghouse 
allegedly used its contracts with the Mit­ 
subishi Company to prevent the 
Japanese firm from shipping giant tur­ 
bine generators to the United States. 
The entry of Mitsubishi into the 
Amercan market, Stem contends, would 
cause a “ sharp price drop." He, there­ 
fore. “strongly urged" Baker as part of 
the se tt l em en t to insist “ that 
Westinghouse agree to permit Mitsubishi 
to ship turbine generators to the U.S." 
The memo concludes forcefully: “ For 
the Antitrust Division to fail to grasp this 
unique opportunity to bring in new com­ 
petition, and thus relieve the energy sec­ 
tor, and the public generally, from the 
poor state of competition in the domestic 
turbine-generator industry, appears to 
me to be a grave mistake." 


Footnote: In a telephone interview 
with our reporters Gary Cohn and 
Richard Sokolow, Baker said he ap­ 
proved the settlement because the 
government got all the relief it was seek­ 
ing He acknowledged that both Stern 
and Hollander had opposed the agree­ 
ment but said Stern’s memo called for 
“an inappropriate use of prosecutorial 
discretion " Both Stern and Hollander 
refused to comment 
ANOTHER FIX?: 
Another price- 
fixing case, involving the giant Atlantic 
Richfield oil combine, will be presented 
to a California grand jury this week 
The case has been prepared secretly 
by investigators from the district at­ 
torney’s offices in Los Angeles and San 
Diego. Price fixing is a serious crime in 
California, where it is considered to be a 
felony The prosecutors are expected to 
seek criminal indictments against both 
the company and the responsible ex­ 
ecutives. 
The investigation has been kept hush- 
hush But we have learned from insiders 
that the state’s case will probably be 
similar to a lawsuit, which has been 
brought against Atlantic Richfield (AR- 
CO) by franchised dealers in southern 
California. 
In affidavits prepared for the civil suit, 
former ARCO sales representatives and 
dealers will describe attempts to control 
their prices by coercion. Many of these 
people are expected to be called before 
the grand jury. 
An ARCO spokesman "categorically 
denied” the accusations brought against 
the company in the lawsuit. “We are con­ 
fident our practices are legal and that we 
haven't been coercing our dealers.” he 
said He had no comment on the grand 
jury investigation

Those children will never forget it, and 
esDeciallv on a bus where they can 
actually see and get a feeling of how big 
this land of ours really is. They will 
probably become better citizens because 
of it, and be more interested in all 
aspects of governing our country. 
I was also living here in 1960 when the 
Lompoc High School Marching Band 
went to Wash. D C. and marched in the 
parade. And I remember how we raised 
the money, but then we had more time. 
And, yes, the county supervisors voted 
$1,500 of it. And they went by plane. 
Everyone who knows me, and especial­ 
ly the city council and staff, know how I 
feel about the youth of our city. I have 
spoken out for the youth at council 
meetings on numerous occasions, trying 
to get them youth facilities, etc. I have 
said 
many times that such programs 
would probably be self-supporting, as we 
would not have nearly so much van­ 
dalism, thefts, etc., and not have to 
spend so much for police protection, if 
the city would communicate with our 
youth and let them know they are 
CITIZENS, too.
